Gentlemen, 

1  have  the  pleasure  of  presenting  m y  Report  on  the  Health  and 
Sanitation  of  your  District  during  1  903. 

VITAL  STATISTICS. 

Population — Census  1891  ...  ...  ...  10,486 

Census  1901  ...  ...  ...  10,064 

Estimated  to  middle  of  1903  ...  9,975 

The  estimated  population  is  based  in  the  hypothesis  that  the 
rate  of  decrease  during  the  last  intereensal  period  has  since  been 
maintained. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  22*5  per  1000  of  the  population. 

The  Death  Rate  is  11.6  „  ,, 

The  Zymotic  Death  Rate  is  0‘40  ,,  ,, 

The  Infant  Mortality  Rate  is  106  per  1000  Births. 

The  Birth  Rate  is  exceedingly  low.  Lower  than  the  lowest 
of  the  preceding  decennium.  This  decline  in  the  Birth  Rate  is, 
perhaps,  most  marked  in  the  Parish  of  Whissendine,  where  only 
five  births  have  been  registered,  the  lowest  number  heretofore 
recorded  being  1 3,  and  the  average  for  the  previous  ten  years  being 
18,  with  a  maximum  in  1893  of  24. 

In  the  light  of  so  marked  a  depreciation  in  the  birth-rate  of  an 
otherwise  decreasing  population,  it  is  a  source  of  satisfaction  to  note 
that  the  death  rate  is  the  lowest  published  in  your  District  since 
1889,  the  earliest  year  of  which  I  possess  a  record. #  Add  to  this  a 

*A  slightly  lower  death-rate  was  published  for  the  year  1900.  The  figure  is,  however 
fallacious,  being  based  on  an  over-estimated  population.  Errors  of  this  nature  are  the 
inevitable  result  of  a  too  infrequent  enumeration  of  the  population.  A  Quinquennial 
Census  is  much  to  be  desired.

Zymotic  mortality  contrasting  most  favourably  with  the  average  of 
the  preceding  decade.  Add,  further,  a  Zymotic  sickness-rate  well 
below  the  average,  and  it  will  be  conceded  that  the  year  1903  is 
entitled  to  a  premier  place  in  your  health  records  of  recent  years. 

Four  Zymotic  deaths  are  recorded,  two  from  Whooping  Cough 
and  two  from  Diphtheria.  There  was,  in  addition,  one  death  from 
Influenza. 

Tuberculosis  is  responsible  for  no  less  than  19  deaths,  ten  of 
which  were  caused  by  Consumption.  One-sixth  of  the  deaths  in 
your  District  are  attributable  to  this  strictly  preventable  disease. 
As  a  first  step  towards  reducing  its  prevalence  I  last  year  recom¬ 
mended  its  voluntary  notification.  So  far,  you  have  not  deemed  it 
expedient  to  adopt  this  inexpensive  and  progressive  preventive 
measure.  1  would,  therefore,  reiterate  the  recommendations  contained 
on  page  5  of  my  last  Annual  Report. 

There  were  eight  deaths  from  Cancer.  Bronchitis,  Pneumonia, 
and  other  diseases  of  the  respiratory  organs  are  jointly  responsible 
for  19  deaths,  chiefly  in  infancy  and  old  age. 

Heart  diseases  proved  fatal  in  twelve  cases.  One  death  is 
attributed  to  Alcoholism.  Two  deaths  were  accidental  and  two 
were  suicidal. 

NOTIFICATION  OF  INFECTIOUS  DISEASE. 

Sixty-nine  notifications  were  received,  43  of  which  were 
Chicken  Pox.  The  remaining  cases  were  as  follows  : — Small  Pox  2  ; 
Diphtheria  and  Membranous  Croup  4  ;  Erysipelas  13  ;  Scarlet 
Fever  3  ;  Enteric  Fever  3;  and  Puerperal  Fever  1. 

Small-Pox.  An  isolated  cottage  which  had  been  kept  in 
readiness  for  any  cases  of  Small-Pox  was,  early  in  the  year,  vacated 
at  the  owner’s  request.  The  Leicestershire  Small-Pox  Hospital 
Committee  then  consented  to  admit  patients  from  your  district  at  a 
reasonable  charge,  but  this  concession  was  soon  rescinded. 

On  the  29th  November  two  cases  of  Small-Pox  were  notified 
at  a  Common  Lodging  House  in  Oakham.  The  patients,  a  vagrant 
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and  his  wife,  had  three  days  previously  tramped  from  a  Lodging 
House  in  Grantham,  which  they  left,  contrary  to  the  injunctions  of 
the  Health  Authorities,  on  the  twelfth  day  after  their  exposure 
to  infection.  Their  illness  had  already  commenced  on  their  arrival 
at  Oakham.  In  the  lodging  house  were  thirty-two  people  with  whom 
they  mixed,  until  the  appearance  of  the  eruption  led  to  their  being 
segregated  in  a  separate  room  and  kept  under  observation.  Next 
day  the  disease  was  diagnosed. 

Isolation  of  these  cases  was  imperative,  and,  no  more  suitable 
site  being  available,  I  advised  their  removal  to  the  Isolation 
Hospital  which  was  built  some  ten  years  ago,  but  which  had  never 
been  occupied,  owing  to  its  proximity  to  the  Union  Workhouse.  Of 
the  lodgers  who  had  been  exposed  to  infection,  five,  on  learning 
the  nature  of  the  malady  promptly  departed,  and,  despite  wires  in 
various  directions,  only  one  was  traced  and  kept  under  observation. 
The  remainder  unanimously  refused  to  be  vaccinated,  one  of  their 
number  facetiously  informing  me  that  they  were  conscientious 
objectors,  and  the  majority  declined  to  remain  under  observation 
unless  paid.  The  irreducible  minimum  was  2/6  a  day  and  rations. 
On  the  fifteenth  day  these  conscientious  objectors  were  eman¬ 
cipated,  all  save  one,  who  was  by  that  time  sojourning  in  the 
Leicester  gaol.  Another,  whose  conscience  needed  stimulation 
with  alcohol,  passed  a  night  in  the  local  police  station. 

No  further  case  of  the  disease  was,  however,  observed.  This  I 
attribute  in  part  to  early  diagnosis  and  precautions,  and  in  part  also 
to  the  fact  that  the  majority,  including  those  who  were  most  freely 
exposed  to  infection,  had  been,  according  to  their  own  statement, 
re- vaccinated.  Vagrants,  as  a  rule  have  not,  however,  a  reputation 
for  veracity,  and  I  should  not  have  been  justified,  at  the  outset,  in 
sending  these  people  adrift.  A  year  previously,  the  woman  who 
attended  at  the  lodging  house  had  been  vaccinated,  in  accordance 
with  my  advice. 

Some  salient  features  of  the  episode  deserve  attention.  It  is,  I 
submit,  little  short  of  shameful  that,  in  a  country  boasting  of  its 
constitution,  its  culture,  and  its  civilization,  a  sanitary  authority  has 
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scarcely  a  vestige  of  statutory  power  to  control,  the  movements  of  a 
worthless  olass  who  are  freely  licensed  to  carry  infection  from  place 
to  place  and  disseminate  disease  broadcast.  The  Public  Health  Act 
provides  somewhat  inadequately  for  the  supervision  of  those  who  are 
actually  attacked  ;  but  those  who  have  been  exposed  to  infection,  and 
in  whom  Small-Pox  may  be  incubating  bail  neither  be  compulsorily 
immunised,  nor  even  supervised.  The  Oakham  cases  are  simply 
attributable  to  the  patients’  having  permitted  the  disease  to  develop 
by  refusing  vaccination  on  exposure  to  infection,  and  then,  twelve 
days  later,  tramping  to  your  town  :  their  crass  stupidity  and  wanton 
negligence  costing  your  ratepayers  over  £100.  Even  then,  had 
those  who  were  exposed  to  infection  in  Oakham  consented  to  be 
vaccinated,  the  majority  might  have  left  forthwith.  For  it  is  a 
scientific  truth  that  vaccination  performed  within  two  or  even  three 
days  of  exposure  to  infection  is  almost  invariably  protective. 


So  far  the  Legislature  has  declined  to  accept  a  comprehensive 
Vaccination  Bill  such  as  stamped  out  Small  pox  once  and  for  all 
from  Germany.  Let  us  at  least  hope  that  the  forthcoming  purview 
will  not  ignore  the  economic  aspect  of  the  un vaccinated  vagrant. 
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Diphtheria.  Two  cases  at  Edith  Weston  were  removed  to 
the  Isolation  Hospital.  They  were,  doubtless,  attributable  to  that 
beta  noir  of  sanitarians,  the  privy  pit.  At  the  school  which  the 
children  attended  was  another  of  these  disease-breeding  vaults. 
A  case  at  Whissendine,  and  one  of  Membranous  Croup  at  Barley- 
thorpe,  proved  fatal. 


Scarlet  Fever.  Your  District  enjoyed  a  high  degree  of 
immunity  from  this  disease,  only  three  cases  being  reported. 
These  were  respectively  at  Langham,  Braunston  and  Oakham,  the 
two  latter  cases  being  removed  to  the  Isolation  Hospital.  All,  it 
would  appear,  were  of  a  mild  type. 

Enteric  Fever.  A  case  occurred  in  April  at  Braunston,  the 
origin  of  which  was  by  no  means  clear.  The  well-water  furnished 
marked  evidence  of  pollution. 


Of  two  cases  in  Oakham,  one  was  imported,  and  in  the  other 
the  well-water  furnished  sufficient  evidence  of  contamination  to 
justify  its  condemnation.  The  majority  of  the  wells  in  Oakham 
are  more  or  less  polluted  and  should  be  abolished,  the  public  supply 
being  substituted.  As,  during  the  year,  this  has  been  done  in  only 
seven  cases,  I  would  direct  attention  to  my  observations  on  page  9 
of  my  last  Annual  Report. 

A  case  of  Puerperal  Fever,  which  did  not,  however,  prove 
fatal,  was  reported  at  Edith  Weston.  Since  such  cases  are,  in  the 
vast  majority  of  instances  attributable  to  lack  of  technical  training 
on  the  part  of  midwives,  it  is  apposite  that  I  should  hero  direct  the 
attention  of  the  County  Council  to  certain  aspects  of  its  obligations 
in  the  administration  of  the  Midwives  Act,  1902.  Under  this  Act 
the  County  Council,  which  is  constituted  the  local  supervising 
authority  for  midwives,  is  authorised  to  delegate  its  relevant  powers 
and  duties  to  a  committee  consisting  wholly  or  in  part  of  its  own 
members.  And  clause  9  empowers  the  County  Council  to  delegate 
these  to  the  District  Councils  within  the  area  of  its  jurisdiction. 

From  a  comprehensive  inquiry  which  the  British  Medical 
Journal  has  recently  instituted  as  to  what  is  being  done  by  seventeen 
County  Councils,  there  appears  to  be  an  almost  unanimous  concurrence 
that  the  vested  powers  should  not  be  delegated  to  District  Councils. 
The  Journal  concludes  as  follows  : — “The  advantages  of  a  central 
authority  acting  in  a  county  are  very  obvious.  In  the  first  place 
there  would  be  uniformity  of  administration  throughout  the  county  ; 
secondly,  all  risk  of  overlapping  would  be  avoided  ;  thirdly,  no 
financial  difficulties  would  be  created ;  fourthly,  the  risk  of  personal 
feelings  or  other  conditions  possible  in  small  districts,  preventing  a 
due  carrying  out  of  the  supervision  would  not  arise  ;  and  lastly,  the 
disadvantages  inherent  in  the  district  medical  officer  of  health  being 
himself,  as  in  most  instances  he  is,  in  general  practice,  would  not  be 
felt.’’  And  again  : — “  Indeed  we  do  not  see  how  any  County  Council 
Committee  can  properly  carry  out  its  responsibilies  under  this  Act 
without  the  assistance  of  a  medical  officer.  To  retain  the  services  of 
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a  trained  expert  for  this  purpose  would  involve  a  certain  amount  of 
expenditure,  and  it  would  appear  to  be  the  wiser  course  for  Couuty 
Councils  at  present  unprovided  with  medical  officers  of  health  to 
secure,  by  a  slight  additional  outlay,  as  one  of  the  county  staff,  an 
officer  who  would  be  able  in  many  ways  to  aid  them  in  their  work,” 

Among  other  reasons  which  may  be  adduced  in  favour  of  the 
appointment  of  a  medical  adviser  to  the  County  Council  are  the 
prevention  of  rivers  pollution,  and  certain  questions  in  connection 
with  educational  matters  in  which  the  advice  of  such  an  official 
should  be  of  much  service.  The  duties  of  this  official  would,  in  so 
small  a  county,  be  very  light.  Yet,  should  comprehensive  sanitary 
administration  be  desired  for  the  county  as  a  whole,  such  an 
appointment  should  receive  the  serious  consideration  of  your 
County  Council. 


THE  SANITARY  SUPERVISION  OF  SCHOOLS. 

The  withdrawal  since  31st  March  of  the  Epidemic  Grant 
previously  provided  for  under  Section  101*  of  the  Educational  Code, 
is,  in  my  opinion  and  in  the  opinion  of  all  Health  Officers  with 
whose  views  I  am  acquainted,  a  retrogressive  policy  prejudicial 
alike  to  the  public  health  and  to  the  best  scholastic  interests. 
Heretofore,  when  infectious  disease  was  prevalent  a  health  officer 
was  enabled  with  the  co-operation  of  school  attendance  officers  and 
of  principal  teachers,  to  exercise  efficient  supervision  and  adopt 
proper  preventive  precautions  without  recourse  to  school-closure. 
Infected  families  were  excluded  from  school  and  ihe  education  of 
the  rest  was  un-interrupted.  Grant  was  given  in  full  for  absentees. 

It  is  now  otherwise,  for  with  a  stoppage  of  the  epidemic  grant 
it  is  assuredly  more  profitable  for  a  school  to  close  than  to  carry  on 
with  a  diminished  attendance.  And  it  would  be  interesting  to  learn 
to  what  extent  school-closure  has  increased  by  virtue  of  this  change. 
Certain  it  is  that  in  my  capacity  as  adviser,  I  shall  not  be  averse  to 
approving  any  reasonable  application  for  closure.  For,  what  is  the 
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alternative  ?  It  is  to  ask  school  teachers  to  reduce  their  grant  by 
assisting  in  the  exclusion  not  only  of  infectious  children,  but  of 
others  from  infected  houses. 

Early  in  the  year  Whooping  Cough  was  prevalent  in  Tickencote 
and  Ashwell,  the  schools  being  closed  for  three  weeks.  An 
epidemic  of  Measles  at  Exton  lead  to  closure  of  the  Catholic  and 
Church  schools  for  some  four  weeks  in  November. 

Towards  the  close  of  the  year  an  epidemic  of  Mumps  at 
Oakham  so  far  diminished  the  school-attendance  as  to  lead  to 
closure.  In  the  second  week  of  December  the  school  at  Burley 
was  closed  till  the  Christmas  holidays  for  the  same  disease.  Lastly,. 
1  acquiesced  in  school-closure  at  Manton  for  Chicken-Pox. 

In  each  instance  school-closure  was  supplemented  by  thorough 
cleansing. 

The  sanitation  of  many  of  the  schools  in  your  district  leaves 
much  to  be  desired.  I  should  like  to  inspect  them  consecutively 
and  furnish  a  fuller  report  on  this  matter.  Certain  it  is  that  in  the 
majority,  cleansing  is  only  occasional  and  very  perfunctory.  I  have 
already  alluded  to  those  pythogenic  pits,  whose  continued  existence 
is  one  of  the  greatest  blots  on  the  sanitation  of  rural  England. 
Your  country  schools,  like  those  in  most  other  counties,  are  by  no 
means  exempt  from  this  nuisance. 

DISINFECTION. 

The  old  method  of  fumigation  has  now  been  replaced  by  a. 
Formalin  Spray  ;  but,  so  far,  nothing  in  the  nature  of  a  steam- 
disinfector  has  been  provided.  Its  absence  has  led  to  a  number  of 
Small-pox  infected  articles  being  burnt. 

PIG  KEEPING. 

Last  month,  having  received  several  complaints  as  to  nuisances 
caused  bjr  the  keeping  of  pigs  in  proximity  to  dwelling-houses,  I 
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had  occasion  to  make  a  systematic  inspection  of  a  number  of 
premises  in  Oakham. 

Of  seventeen  pig-sties  which  I  inspected  only  one  complied  with 
the  provisions  of  the  Local  Government  Board’s  Model  Bye-Laws. 
That  one  was  over  40  feet  from  a  dwelling  and  fairly  well-paved 
and  drained.  Of  the  remainder,  three  abutted  on  dwelling-houses, 
one  on  a  larder  and  one  on  a  public  street.  One  was  ten  feet  from 
a  chapel.  Several  were  surrounded  by  houses,  their  distance  from 
inhabited  dwellings  varying  from  five  to  thirty  feet.  Many  were 
insanitary,  some,  grossly  so,  and  accessories  of  pig-keeping  such  as 
decomposing  bones,  pig-wash,  manure,  vegetable  garbage  and 
saturated  wood  were  much  in  evidence.  The  drainage  of  many  was 
defective,  and  in  but  few  was  the  pavement  impervious.  Some, 
indeed,  were  well-kept,  but  their  distance  from  occupied  houses 
should  suffice  for  their  condemnation. 

Far  be  it  from  me  to  interfere  with  a  pursuit  which  must 

i  i 

contribute  to  the  livelihood  of  many  poor  people.  But,  I  do  submit 
that  pig-keeping  would  not  be  one  whit  the  less  profitable  under 
less  insanitary  conditions.  On  the  contrary  I  am  of  opinion  that 
land  should  be  set  apart  for  the  purpose.  Proper  drainage  should 
be  provided,  bye-laws  adopted  and  every  facility  offered  to  stimulate 
what  might  become  for  many  a  successful  accessory  occupation. 

I  advise  that  application  be  made  to  the  Local  Government 
Board  for  power  to  frame  Bye-laws  prohibiting  the  keeping  of  pigs 
within  a  hundred  feet  of  any  dwelling  in  the  town  of  Oakham. 


HOUSES  UNFIT  FOR  HABITATION. 

So  far,  I  have  condemned  none  ;  but  there  are  several  well 
known  in  the  town  of  Oakham  which  should  be  demolished. 
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FACTORY  AND  WORKSHOP  ACT,  1901. 

There  are  only  two  factories.  Both  are  in  the  town  of  Oakham, 
and  in  both  the  general  sanitation  is  satisfactory.  Their  provision 
for  escape  in  case  of  fire  is  also  adequate.  Bakehouses  are  regularly 
lime  washed,  and  the  workshops  are  also  kept  in  accordance  with  the 
provisions  of  the  Act. 

Other  details  of  sanitary  administration  will  be  found 
statistically  collated  in  the  appended  reports  of  the  Sanitary 
Inspectors.

Scavenging  of  the  Town  of  Oakham — This  work  is  per¬ 
formed  by  the  Council’s  own  men  and  horses,  and  has  been 
done  satisfactorily.  Complaints  have  been  made  of  the  Sanitary 
Van  being  about  the  town  in  the  day  time,  for  the  purpose  of 
removing  the  closet  tubs.  This  work  cannot,  however,  be  done 
at  night,  and  is  carried  out  as  expeditiously  as  possible.  The 
nuisance  of  the  Van  being  brought  into  the  main  streets  could 
easily  be  obviated,  as  there  is  a  good  sewerage  system  and 
water  supply,  and  owners  should  be  required  to  provide 
proper  W.C.’s 

Main  Sewers  are  hushed  nightly. 

Bead  Ends  are  hushed  weekly  by  Water  Cart. 

A  New  Branch  Server  is  being  constructed  on  the  Ashwell 
Road,  and  new  drains  and  water  supply  provided  for  the 
Union  Workhouse. 

The  Public  Elementary  Schools  were  closed  in  November 
for  three  weeks,  on  account  of  an  outbreak  of  Mumps,  and  were 
cleansed,  and  afterwards  sprayed  with  Formalin. 

Outbreak  of  Small  Pox — Notified  November  29th,  patients 
discharged  January  26tli.  No  spread  of  the  disease.  23  per¬ 
sons  in  Lodging  House,  kept  under  observation  for  18  days. 
This  outbreak  entailed  a  large  amount  of  extra  work  and 
anxiety. 

Houses  unfit  for  Habitation— A  number  of  old  houses, 
and  11  premises  owned  by  Mr.  T.  Lewin,  in  Dean  Street,  are  in 
a  very  insanitary  condition,  and  should  be  closed.
